VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Jotih XXIII, lying at the brink of 
leath, lost consciousness again to. 
day. 


He had regained consciousness 


earlier, after hours in a coma. 


A Vatican announcement said 


his pain had eased, but still contin- 
ued. It said he was dozing, breath- 
ing regularly, but had lost con- 
sciousness again. 


He was being given oxygen. 
The Pope's confessor was sum- 


moned to his bedside, the an- 
nouncement said. It was made by 
Archbishop Antonio Samore, sec- 
retary of the Vatican Congregation 
for Extraordinary Affairs. 


"The Rt. Rev. Giuseppe Cavag- 


na, his confessor, is at the bed- 
side," the announcement 
said. 


"The Popei's brothers are alter- 
nating in prayer." 


Only the stout heart of this son 


of a peasant brought him from a 
deep, four-hour coma early today. 
But the pain from a stomach tu- 
mor and complicating peritonitis 
was described as intense. 


As crowds prayed for the 81- 


year-old pontiff in the sunlit St. 
Peter's Palace below his window, 
the Vatican Radio at 7 a.m. (1 
a.m. EST) reported: 


"The Holy Father is still fully 


conscious. However,, he is suffer- 
ing strongest pain. His pulse is 
good." 


This was four hours after Popo 


John came out of the coma and 
amazed his doctors by sitting up 
in bed.

kissed a Crucifix and blessed his 
three brothers and a sister keep- 
ing the death watch by his bed.

WASHINGTON (AP)The revo- 


lution taking place in the South 
now—where segregation is melt- 
ing—is only part of a revolution 
around the world these past JO 
years. 


Many forces—few of them noble 


or unselfish—have shaped the rev- 
olution Nationalism, fear,, money 
or the lack of it, science, rivalry,] 
education, affluence, poverty, stu- 
pidity and even the desire for real 
estate. 


It was only nine years ago that 


the Supreme Court,, very late in 
American history, laid down the 
principle that segregation is un- 
constitutional. The South 
could 


have embraced the principle in. 
stanlty. It chose not to. 


It has desegregated slowly un- 


der pressure of the courts, troops, 
public opinion (the North is far 
from pure on this subject), in- 
creasing Negro insistence,, and 
businessmen's realization segrega- 
tion is bad for business. 


It was just 10 years ago that 


Stalin's death began a quiet revo- 
lution in the Communist world. He 
left it with such a smell his suc- 
cessors had to turn on the fan 
—in this case, denouncing him— 
to make communism plausible at 
all.

Destroying the Stalin myth car- 


ried with it destruction of some of 
Moscow's central control. Commu- 
nist parties in the satellites and 
elsewhere in turn had to assert 
some independence to be plausi- 
ble to their own people. 


This opened the door for the 


various 
nationalisms 
to assert 


themselves,: 
particularly 
when 


Moscow 
acknowledged 
there's 


more than one road to commu- 
nism. 


Moscow lost more control when 


it was financially unable to meet 
the needs of its satellites. This in- 
ability in part was due to its 
enormous use of men and re- 
sources to compete with the Unit- 
ed States in space and nuclear 
weapons. 


Although they kept armin'g the 


Russians now seemed less eager 
for war because they had reached 
an affluence they were reluctant 
to risk in nuclear destruction. 


The United States and Russia, 


out of fear of being outdone, made 
fantastic strides in science and 
the exploration of space although 
it is almost certain neither would 
be half so advanced if they hadn't 
dreaded each other so much. 


The Red Chinese, no where near 


as affluent as the Russians and 
therefore less conservative about 
risks, have split with Moscow for 
not being belligerent or aggressive 
enough. They call it an ideological 
difference. 


Ideology is probably a minor 


factor. A more practical one is the 
desire for more food and real es- 
tate which are available in South- 
east Asia and which the Red Chi- 
nese no doubt will try to take 
when they feel strong enough. 


The Chinese calling themselves 


better Marxists than the Russians 
looks more like an attempt at self- 
justification, for what they have 
in mind, than any real concern 
about world rqt'olution. 


For centuries the West Europe- 


ans suffered from the cancer of 
nationalism and are m a position 
now, if they could overcome the 
obsession about it, to achieve a 
unity unin^ined before the war. 


But French President Charles 


de Gaulle's persistent nationalism 
has forestalled it and what looked 
like a European unity may wind 
up as fragments in the ditch of 
time. 


In Africa, where only three na- 


tions were free at the end of the 
big war., there are 28 free now. 
They met recently to discuss unity 
as a necessity for their salvation 
in a world of nations far stronger 
than themselves. 


The only unity they achieved 


svas 
in 
pious 
pronouncements 


which concealed their 
disunity 


since they are going through the

nationalism

A lanky lawyer from Memphis,

He shares many of Minow's 


views about television. 


He looks on much of the staple 


television fare — situation com- 
edies, Westerns and whodunits— 
as unworthy of the amount of 
prime time devoted to it. 


He believes that programs on 


public affairs, art, news and edu- 
cation can be entertaining and. 
therefore, palatable to both view- 
er and sponsor. 


And he's bent on reminding 


broadcasters that their license 
renewal will depend on how well 
they serve the public, not merely 
on whether they can turn a dol- 
lar 
in a ruggedly competitive 


business. 


But even Henry admits that, 


however tough he turns out to be, 
his tenure is unlikely to produce 
the shock effect of Minow's reign. 


The most important accomplish- 


ments of the FCC during that 
reign were,; perhaps, those most 
quietly effected.

usual 12, 


Yet. there arc some broadcast- 


ers who will remember 
Minow 


less for Ibis than for the fact tha' 
during his chairmanship a record 
number of radio and television 
stations suffered fines or license 
revocations 
for 
violating 
FCC 


rules. 


And even more arc apt to re- 


member him for his cutting de- 
scription of television as "a vast 
wasteland."

Will Do Now

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy, 46 today, has two main 
personal problems ahead: how to 
get rel-elected in 1964 aixJ, if he 
is,, what to do with the rest of 
his life when that second term 
ends in 1969. He would be 51 then. 


But those personal problems 


may look rather sedate compared 
with the presidential dilemmas in 
front of him if he stays in the 
White House another 5 years, 7 
months and 21 days. 


On the personal side—. 
Since he's not a lawyer, ap- 


pointment to the Supreme Court 
wouldn't be considered. He could 
run for Congress again—he has 
been a member of both houses— 
or even try for the governorship 
of Massachusetts. 


But being an ex-president isn't 


an infallible guarantee of politi- 
cal success afterwards. 


Andrew Johnson, impeached by 


the House but acquitted by the 
Senate while he was president, la- 
ter got elected to the Senate. That 
was in 1874^ He died the follow- 
ing year after serving less than 
five months. 


Before that he had tried for the 


Senate (1869) and for the House 
(1872) and lost both times. 


John Quincy Adams, after one 


White House term, served in the 
House almost 17 years straight. 
During that time he sought the 
governorship 
of 
Massachusetts 


and couldn't make it. 


Kennedy, like other ex-presi 


dents,, could travel or write his 
memoirs or, like Herbert Hoover; 
do important work for the govern 
ment under special assignment 
from his successors in the White 
House. 


Kennedy seems sure—since he 


has spent his adult life in politics 
—to have his hand in Democrat- 
ic politics for a while, anyway,, aft- 
er stepping out as head of the par- 
ty. He won't have to worry about 
making money, he has money. 


After leaving office, he could ex. 


pect to live to 68 if He followed 
the average life-span of the pres- 
idents no longer living. 


On the presidential side—. 
He hasn't had it bad as presi 


dent. He has had some breathless 
days but they didn't pile up on 
him.
